ations, changes in the weather can be predicted 
with a.new ccrtainity, and perhaps much-farther 
in advance than now.

If you are a. practical-minded person who sees 
little use in scientific investigation that has'not 
an immediate'practical application, you may con- 
sider that these scientists or. their remote moun- 
tain tops are engineers observing • the central 
heating plant which operates the world. 


No one knows much about that great heating 


plant, -which furnishes the world with light and 
power.
